The Political Economy Club was 
treated to a very interesting discus 
sion last evening, when M. Gaboury 
delivered a paper on "Disarmament." 
Dr. Leacock and Dr. Hcnimeon at- 
tended and an extensive discussion 
followed the reading of the paper 
The president being unable to preside 
owing to illness, P. H. Addy took 
his place in the chair. 

The speaker opened his remarks by 
stating that he intended to deal with 
the question for an economic stand- 
point insofar as possible, but pointed 
out that in such a discussion an abso 
lute elimination of matters of histori- 
cal interest would not be possible. He 
went on to demonstrate -the difference 
of ancient warfare, resulting, as it 
usually did. in actual territorial -con- 
ciuebt and compared this mode of 
waging war to that carried on in our 
time, which very often terminates in 
the withdrawal of the forces from any 
country into which they may have 
gained an entry. 

Adam Smith classifies war as one of 
the causes of the wealth of nations; 
Norman Angell, a recent, writer, on 
the other hand, can find no economic 
justification for war, as it is conduct- 
ed to-day. The modern nation adds 
nothing to its store of wealth by an- 
nexing more territory, as Dhc land re- 
mains under its original holders, and 
brings no tangible benefit to its con- 
querors. "Although England 'Owns' 
Canada, the English merchant is driv- 
en out of the Canadian market by the 
merchant of Switzerland, who does 
not own Canada." 

Gaboury emphasized the colossal 
expenditures and consequent indebted- 
ness thta would have been avoided had 
the nations seen fit to adhere to a 
policy of disarmament, not only in 
theory' but in practice as well. The 
Great War has brought about the en- 
forcement of a crushing programme 
of taxation, which has not only been 
a great burden upon the individual tax 
payer, but has hampered the national 
and industrial pursuits of his country. 
Surprising as it may seem, the United 
States, regarded as the world's most 
wealthy state, showed a deficit of 
two billion dollars in its .treasury bal- 
ance. 

A summary of the aims of the 
Washington Disarmament Confer- 
ence, demonstrated the fact that its

At the present time, perhaps more than ever before, the char- 
acter and general morality of the college student is being bitterly 
.'."attacked on all sides. The college man is being daily accused of 
. riaving no other aim in life .than the pursuit of a good time and of 
' "getting through" with the minimum amount of work, mostly 
crammed into the few clays or hours immediately preceding the 
examinations. We arc charged with having no interest outside 
that of college activities, no real idea of work, and, above all, with 
having a sense of irresponsibility, induced by four years of life in 
which the pursuit of pleasure is made subservient to the acquisi- 
p \jon of a true sense of -balance, and the ability to face the problems 
of after life in. the right' w'-ay. 

But the. fad is that these attacks come, for the most part 
from the mouths of men who have had no real insight into the in- 
Avard life of the University student, and whose opinions are conse- 
quently based on purely superficial knowledge of the real situa- 
tion. The actions of the very small minority of the students pro- 
vide- the cause, for the condemnation of college men in general, and 
the daily hours of hard plugging are. quite overlooked by the man 
whose knowledge of college life is limited to the memory of an 
iproarious crowd of undergraduates at an athletic contest. 

There is no course in any recognized University at the present 
time in which a man can pass without devoting a great deal of 
his time to real work. The last minute cramming without the back- 
ing of hard study during the session is of little avail to any but a 
genius. And anyone who has spent any time at all in contact with 
students knows very well that real industry, which is popularly al- 
leged to be almost a non-existent factor, is very much in evidence. 

And, while undoubtedly the chief function of the University 

'IS the imparting of higher learning, one of the greatest advantages 
of the College course is' the associations made and friendships 
formed; and the man who keeps himself strictly to his work at all 
times and never enters into college activities, though he wins the 
gold medal, will not have nearly as much to thank his University 
, c or in after life as the pass degree man who has made troops of 
■iends. 

While, however, these facts arc patent to a close, observer; 
the people from whom these attacks emanate do not appear to 
' realize them or take the trouble to find out tha~teuth,-.and they con- 
ityue to grind out their meaningless "charges" day after day. It is 
unfortunate, but nevertheless true,- that" the college graduate who 
can look back on four years of life well spent is often labelled "ir- 
responsible," because he has enjoyed himself, and has perhaps a 
.'brighter outlook on life than his not so fortuuate superiors or co- 
workers. . 
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It is expected that a new -stainlard of 
excellence in Social functions will be set 
to nicrlit when the Medical Undcrgrad;

Maud Abbott ,and Miss Hurlhatl, and 
a larire number of professors, with their 
wives, will be the guests of the Society. 

The decoration plans of the committee 
in charge have been successfully car- 
ried out, and the result is a remarkably 
pleasant blending of the architectural 
excellence of the building with the most 
effective decorative novelties that arc 
obtainable. 

A false céiling of royal purple and 
orchid crepe paper adds beauty to the 
ball room, and is set off by orange crepe 
paper baskets containing hundreds of 
many colored ba loons. The moonlight 
effect will be produced by deep blue 
lights flanging high over the centre of 
the room ,and silhouettes of artistic de- 
sign arc prepared to cover the nine al- 
coves, each of which will be illuminated 
by orange lights. 

The silling out room extends the 
full length of the ground floor hall, and 
all lights have been covered by blush- 
pink shades. 

The museum will be illuminated by 
colored lights, pink on the ground floor, 
green on the middle ,and yellow on the 
top.

RELI3I0NJN COLLEGE 

Religion fn the average college man 
and woman's life offers an interesting 
ftudy. That the student is at an aiifc when 
there is a neglect of religious matters is 
generally recognized, yet there arc other 
influences well worth considering, 

The ordinary college studenC has come 
from a home where his religious train- 
ing has been conducted in a regular dis- 
ciplinary manner. His parents have beer 
the choosers of hi* religious study, and 
he has faithfully or indifferently follow- 
ed their selection. 

Entering college the student, thrown 
upon his own responsibilities, is given 
a liberty of thought and action entirely 
new to him. The deeply religious nature 
is not a'ifected; we find a large number 
of students attending the church of thc : r 
early choice with the same intensity of 
feeling and devotion that had previous; 
ly marked their spiritual life. 

But turn to tlic other group, that 
argc class of students who are found 

0 be cither indifferent to any and al 1 
religions or else arc totally changed from 
their earlier beliefs. Why this change? 
There arc a number of reasons. A gene- 

1 tendency is found throughout the 
ountry to be dissatisfied with the churcl' 
f today. At an age of changing belief' 

an age of reform, an age of religious in- 
diference, these arc views held by 
umber of present-day thinkers. Whcthci 
his is true or not, there are local in 
lien ces working equally sirong. 
We find the student freed from parent- 
1 regulation, has entered the univcrsit> 
ifc where studies in religion, philosophy 
science or literature have become part of 
his. curriculum. New veins of thought 
re opened to him. A certain amount of 
reflection on the new ideas implanted in 
his mind takes place. 

As a result his religious views come 
into contact or conflict with the hew' 
deas. Few students have a firm found- 
tion to their religious thoughts; few 
had thought of them before entering 
college. What they have are unable to 
withstand the conflict; they change or 
new ones take their place. The student 
takes up an entirely new conception, be 
a denominational change, a state of 
skepticism, a state of indifference, or a 
otal casting away of all beliefs. 

There arc other recognized influence 
such as association and conversation 
with other students. University life, with 
ts constant call on the student's time 
ikewisc tends to neglect of the spiritual 
development. 

Are these results inevitable, unchange- 
able and permanent, or arc they but tem- 
porary reactions of the present day?.

A 
oomimittee of the Students' Representa- 
tive Council presented a report with re- 
gard to certain particulars, and with the 
filing of this report the Students' Rcprc- 
' icntaftivc Council has apparently allow- 
ed the matter to drop. 

The subject is too important to be 
treated in this manner. If the student 
, body desires increased service from the 
' bowk-store, there must first be devised 
a -method of making the store self-sup- 
porting. Failing this, it is only a ques- 
tion of time until the service must l>o 
ksjwwd rather than increased.

DISARMAMENT THE SUB-

endeavors were to be confined to at- 
tempts to limit naval and land arma- 
ments, to discuss) Pacific and Far 
Eastern problems, to deal with the 
interests of humanity in the conduct 
of war, and to promote, industrial 
friendship. With reference to its ac- 
ïlOfnpHshmcnts along these lines, the 
now "famous.' five-fivc-three naval ra- 
tio; the decision to restrict submarine 
activities and to prohibit the use of 
poison gas; the opposition of France 
prevented an agreement being 
reached on the issue of a decrease in 
standing armies; the granting to 
China of virtual autonomy, due to 
the abolitioiit'of "spheres of influence" 
and oftcn-tcrritorially by the Powers. 
The Conference may well be called a 
success in that it may be looked upon 
as fixing a basis of accord and un- 
derstanding between the five great 
nations of the world; it 'has proved 
that they all desired peace and that 
all came prepared to sacrifice certain 
national considerations for the inter- 
national welfare . 

Gaboury concluded his address by 
an expression of his hope 'that defin- 
ite good would succeed their efforts, 
and of his belief, that though a reali- 
zation of the un()rofitability of con- 
flict, the States would choose the path 
of reason, rather than that of strife, 
discord and destruction.

IDEALS OF FOREIGN 
AFFAIRSDISCUSSED 

Weekly Politics Lecture 
Proves Interesting. 

Foreign Affairs.- was the subject 
dealt with by Mr. Warwick Chipman 
at last night's politics lecture. 

The lecturer commenced by stat- 
ng that the general grouping of the 
elements entering into the study of 
politics into individuals, society and 
state was a confusing method, and 
that besides, there is the element 
comprising all tlite various powers, 
ideals and enterprises to which the 
individual owed loyalty, collectively 
or individually, and that politics 
might well be called a "battle of loy- 
alties," lie showed that there is a 
very real connection between the 
ideals of national affairs and those of 
foreign affairs. 

The evolution of the doctrine of the 
supremacy of the state above every- 
thing else was then touched on, the 
speaker showing that Germany's case 
was not unique, and that the "Na- 
tional" spirit is very much in evi- 
dence in the world to-day. 

The ideal of the economically self- 
sufficient state was then dealt with, 
the lecturer showing that were th 
doctrine adopted universally, only war 
could result, with the final outcome of 
one supreme state "owning" the world. 
The hopeful signs of the times, how 
ever, were shown by the general trend 
of the nations towards the lowering of 
conomic harriers, as exemplified by 
the opening of the door in China, and 
by the general 'Strengthening of the 
trust reposed by one nation in anoth- 
er fostered by the Washington Con- 
ference, and by the constant workings 
of the League of Nations. 

The section of the League Covenant

posite of the "National" ideal which 
would lay down that economic bar 
riers should be built up so as to pro 
tect the resources and wealth of the 
state for the use of the mandate hold 
er.

Professor F. E. Lloyd gave a very in 
reresting lecture last evening oil 'Evolu 
tion and Plant Life." It was the fourth 
of a scries on Evolution, leading up 
from inanimate matter to animal and 
human life which wjll be discussed in 
the next two lectures. 

The plants, he said, evoluCd from sea 
plants to land plants, gradually adapting 
themselves to the changing conditions 
on tile earth, just as the animals did. 

At the present time the sea plants are 
still 'living alongside their land brothers 
but the land plants have had manifold 
changes since that time. The cacti are 
the strangest freaks of the land plants 
They can grow in the most arid regions 
and even after being uprooted retail 
their moisture for a long period. 

Professor Lloyd then discussed . 
great family, which is composed of tin 
same organisms as the sea plants, name 
ly the mosses and liverworts called Bry 
ophytes. There is a dignified specimen 
in New Zealand which in exceptional 
circumstances may grow to a height of 
two feet. There is not a single geologic

record of a moss as a real plant. They 
arc fascinating and interesting but 
only a secondary element in vegetation. 
The best the mosses have ever done is 
to imitate other forms— one of them be- 
ing strangely like a palm— 'but they have 
never achieved size. 

The next family is" that of the horse- 
tails which are extremely interesting. 
The horsotails contain silica in their 
structure, making a hard slew which, 
because of its roughness and hardness 
is used to time delicate organ pipes. 

At present the marestails and lycopo- 
dia are low weedy things that grow in 
wet places, a habit, they have not got 
over since they were the sole forms of 
plant life on the earth. The atmosphere 
then was warm and muggy, with lower- 
ing clouds probably raining most of the 
time, a most uninviting prospect. 

The horsetails look like little trees 
to-day, but in the Devonian or carboni- 
ferous period they attained tremendous 
Heights some fossils having a length of 
10!) it up to the first limb. Imagine a 
forest made up entirely of gigantic 
marestails, wheh was a coinmoy land- 
scape several million years ago. 

In the carboniferous era there were 
no flowers, the fruit was produced on 
the leaves themselves. Since that era 
plants have made tremendous strides. 
Th.-y have developed flowers, hundred:' 
•if thousands of tliem, some of which 
have been taught to open at .3.30 in the 
tftcrnoon, other? only at night, herbace- 
ous nightbowls so to speak, and others 
»! definite periods, 

.The remains of plants of this period 
have been found in the hard limestone 
"coal-balls" which arc a .feature of the 
to:i1 deposits in certain areas. These fos 
iils are just as good ns tihe living plants 
as far as microscopic analysis is con 
corned. One can recognize the structure 
of the lycopodia, which were fossilised 
at that time. 

The ginkgo tree, found about Buddhist 
monasteries and cultivated as a fancy 
tree in this climate is a peculiar descen- 
dent of the Devonian age. The straight 
tree with the branches at right nngics tc 
the stem which is found in front of the 
t'-mb of James McGill is a ginkgo or 
maiden hair tree. The seed, which ha: 

vile nauseating odor fortunately is no! 
- nht'ced in this ' country. It is lilo 
iiing else in the world to-day but its 

le ancestor may be found among the. 
os-sils. There were few flowers in those 
days, sud the seeds were produced or. 
the lc-f stem just as they arc on the 
ginko to-day. 

Professor Lloyd exhibited some speci- 
mens 'he had of the ginkgo leaf and 
the fossil seed- and; a strange growth 
from Java where the seed actually ger- 
minates while still on the tree. 



One of the most interesting points in 
the lecture was the. discovery by Sir 
William Dawson of a big fossil algae, a 
sea water weed called neinatophyens. It 
was discovered in Nova Scotia and has 
been described in sonic detail by Profes- 
sor Penhallpn, also Of McGill. The 
discovery of these fossils seems to indi- 
cate a luxuriant growth underwater at 
the same time as the forests of lycopo- 
dia flourished. 

Professor Lloyd asked the audience 
to exercise their imaginations in the 
summertime. "When you come upon a 
crop of horsetails" he said, imagine 
yourself about an inch high or less, 
peeping up at the branches high above 
you, just as if you were back in the by 
gone era when these diminutive weeds 
were real forest giai

WASHINGTON HAD 
RED HAIRSAYS HART 

Famous Historian's Revela- 
tion not Supported by 
Descendants. 



George Washington, the man who 
made the cherry tree famous, has been 
stated by no less an authority than Dr. 
Albert Bushnell Hart, of Harvard Uni- 
versity, to liave had red hair. 

This intimate revelation does not en- 
joy the support of Washington's descen- 
dants however. Never having met their 
distinguished ancestor, and distrusting 
all evidence other than that of their 
senses, they refuse to share this belief. 

Besides which, the color of the one ex- 
isting lock of Washington's hair does 
not altogether bear out the theory, al- 
though time and nature have so altered 
the relic, that its original color cannot 
be definitely determined. 

"Although it has been ignored by 
posterity," said Dr.' Hart recently,' 
"Washington had red hair covered by a 
wig." "I should hardly say that," was 
the comment of Miss Elizabeth Craw- 
ford Washington, of Philadelphia, who 
is a direct descendant of the uncle of 
the first President. 

"There is a lock of George Washing- 
ton's hair preserved in a locket in the 
poscssion of our family. It has faded a 
c;ood deal in time of. course, but it seems 
to me that the original color was more 
of a brown than a red. 

"At the present time it has a brown- 
ish straw-colored tint, which I think has 
been produced by time. I do not think 
that its color was ever that which wccall 
red in the human hair." 

The color of the ancestor's hirshutc 
equipment is a matter which has never 
been definitely settled in the mind of 
Richard Scott Blackburn Washington, 
also of Philadelphia, who is a descend- 
ant of George Washington in the ncpotal 
line. As a matter of fact, the whole ques- 
tion has been forced into the background 
of his attention by more immediate pro- 
blems. 

"Dr. Hart's' statement is- interesting, 
if true," he said "but I myself cannot 
ell what color his hair was. I had al- 
ways supposed that he had hair of .the 
ordinary tint which most of us have." 
While he did not say as much,] his tone 
implied that there would be little change 
in the present cosmic organization of the 
universe, whatever the true state of af- 
fairs might be.
